The Mar- 
guerite of St, Malo, has brought in thither an Eng- 
lith Ship bound home from New York, laden with 
Tobacco and Logwood. "Tis advis'd from Nantes 
of the 26th U/t. that an Englith Veffel was brought 
in thither, call’d the Bonadventure of London, taken 
by the Sieur de Baubriand : She was laden with 
Provifions, and had 8 Soldiers on Board, bound 
for Jamaica. And from St. Malo of the 29th of laft 
Month, they write, that the Count de Tholoufe 
had brought in 2 Englith Prizes, one laden with 


Salt-fith and Lead ; the other with Bifcuit and Mer- 


chandize.
